The .>icttl>'nieiit of the Archipelago of 
Tierra del Fucko, which until recently

The commander of the Ar^:entine nt.iu- 
of-war Ushnaia has been dirwt< (t to lay a 
cable between Cape Virgil and F.si)irittto 
Santo, which are twenty-two miles 
ajwrt.

He ex- 
pressed the greatest personal as well »i8 
official inte.rest in tne enteqnMse, and 
said that the official answer of the gov- 
ernment of the Argentine Republic to 
the invitation of the United States 
would be forwarded promptly thrdogh 
the proper ciiannels. 

The newspapers trf Buenos Ayres ar» 
showing a great interest in the affairs of 
the exposition, and are orging the gov- 
ernment to provide such a presentation 
of the resources and commercial advan- 
tages of tlte Argentine B>epablio aa will 
secure the«MenCk»of OMltaliiii in thia 
country. 

The Buenos Ayres Herald, in an edi- 
torial reference to the presentation of 
Dr. Bertolette says: "The Argentine 
government and people are passing 
urough difiii'ult times, but ther^ can be 
no doubt whatever that the part we 
shall take in the exposition will be a 
revelation to our cousins of the north, 
and will be far more complete even than 
oar oontribntion to the Paria expoi^- 
tlon."

Sixteen passenger ooaohea loaded with 
aeekers of subiurban lots went out from 
the city early in the afternoon, and 
when au had disembarked at Calumet 
Heights, that suburb presented the 
aspect of a vast picnic groimd. 

Some boys threw matchea into the 
dead prairie grass, and in an iqptant the 
blaze had assimied the dimeiiBions'of a 
genuine prairie fire. A brisk northeaat- 
ly wind was blowinar, and as the 
blaze started in the aoatheastem iMU-tion 
of the platted pnUri* the flames spread 
and advanced with tremendous rapidity. 

Calnmet Heights was thronged with 
visitors, and when the ominous sheet of 
flame spread ittelf and came rushing 
toward them with the rapidity of the 
wind, a stampede followed. Men, women 
and children jostled each other in tlieir 
wild flght from the advancing fire. 

The scattered dwellings in thtfvicinity 
were in great danger, and their occu- 
pants, leaving their goods behind, join- 
e<l in the flight. Fortunatelv the prairie 
grass bail been mown from the northern 
part of the track, and the wildfire, nm- 
ning out of fuel, abated before it reach- 
ed the neigiiiioring houses.

WHIPPED OLD_WOMEN. 

Pour Aaylntn C'ru^-lflen In Harrison 
Cnunly, Inditiiin. 

Nkw Ai.hanv, Ind., May S.^.— A ciw»a 
of unexampled cruelty on tl»e part of the 
custodians of public charity has de- 
veloped in Harrison county, thia state, 
^las Stover is the superintendent of tba 
Harrison county poor asvlnm, and hia 
wife acts as his assistant In the capacity 
of matron of the institution. 

There are at the asylwn several ohf 
ladies, one of whom is 74 years old, and 
another nearly the same age, and badly 
crippled. Superintendent Stover and 
his wife are charged by theaa 
old women, and by other women in the 
asylum, with whipping them so aeverely 
as to cut long gashes in the flesh on 
their backs, both bearing the nimiistak- 
able marks of cruel beating. Another 
woman alleires tliat she was also cruelly 
beaten by these people tiiree weeks ago. 
and the blrnrk and blue marks npon bar 
back are yet plainly discernible. 

From statements made by the tmfor* 
tunate inmates these inhuman beatinsrs 
have Ix^en inflicted upon quite a nnmli' r 
of the p<v)r old women, whose i>ov. r y 
and afllictions have made paupers of 
them, and compelled them to seek homes 
in the asylum. 

Stover and his wife were arrested on 
complaints filed against them and tak -n 
to Corydon. the countj' seat, and given a 

greliminary elimination, and both were 
eld in heavy bonds to answer in the 
criminal circuit court for their conduct. 

There is intense excitement in Har- 
rison county against both Stover and 
his wife, and as there is a well organized 
band of W^hite Caps in that county 
threats ait made of visiting the couple, 
and these threats are likely to be put 
into execution. Both Stover and nis 
wife admitted they had switched the old 
women. A little over a year ago the 
White Caps visited the former superin- 
tendent or that asylum, namwl Deubs, 
and took liim out and gave him a terri- 
ble wlilpping on the ch.irge of cruelty to 
thainmatea.

Shorthand as an Accomplishment. 
An accomplishment is generally onder- 

Fto'xl to he a kiii)wl('<li.'(" of sonie such 
branch uaniutjicor|[art which will enable 
Ha poaaeaaor to shine in society, but it is 
more properly a thorono;h trainiii;; in any 
branch that will ^ive tiiuMh and diHcipline 
to the mind. Regarded from this stand- 
point, shorthand ought to rank with 
music and art, because to master it re- 
quires as much concentration (jf mind, 
and a thorough knowledge of the rudi- 
ments of 'English is a necessary adjunct. 

The mastery of the Kn^Iish lani;ua^re 
is in itself an mx-ouiplishment rarely 
acquired, and one which always com- 
maii'ls rcs]icet. l?ut the aliility to catch 
every sound of the human voice and re- 
produce them with simple characters as 
rapidly as uttered, and then to transcribe 
them into good Euglish, i.s an accouipliHh- 
iiieiit coveted by the gieatest scholars of 
the day. 

There iw nothing which will facilitate 
the growth of the mind ho much as an 
«asy means of crystallizing our thoughts. 
We are apt to think more accurately, and 
to hetti'r purpose, if our thou;;ht8 are to 
be reproduced and read. The value of 
the ii^unction, ' think much, speak lit- 
tle, write with care ' is acknowledged by 
all, but in thia age of hurry and bustle, 
when even oar Uiooghts represent time, 
the ability to make inmiciliate use of 
them is of paramount importance. Hy 
some ignorant people shorthand is 
simply regarded as a means of securing a 
livelihood, and unworthy the attention 
of any except those obliged to earn 
their living. Its value aa a source 
of revenue is well attested, but haa not 
music an<l art served the aame noble 
purpose? And, for this reason, should 
they not also be despised ? In many of 
the cilucational centers of the United 
States shorthand is rapidly growing in 
favor, and is' elaaaed by all practical peo- 
ple amon;; the most important factors of 
a UHuful education. The late 1'. T. Bar- 
num, who was so well known for his 
hiiHiness RUC(!eRH and his common sense, 
in an article in the Cosmopolitan for 
November, says : 

' My craze is that every yoong person 
of both sexes should learn at leaat short- 
hand and typewriting. Here you have 
mental disisipline and knowledge to- 
gether—knowledge, toe, that is almost 
certain at some time to l)e convenient 
and practically available. I can not con- 
ceive that one who knows these two 
branches tlioroughly will ever need to go 
hungry in the present generation, for 
they have a oonstanily>widening use.'

The Air We Breathe. 

Nothing else has so much to do with 
the ph}rsical weli-being of man, in his 
wearisome tramp from the cradle to the 
grave, as the climate he lives in -the air 
he breathes— except the proper observ- 
ance of well known laws of hjrgiene. 

No matt^T how salubrious the climate, 
if one is imprudent in bis daily life, he 
will be less healthy and shorter lived. 

Climate in its relation to diseases of 
the nose, throat or langs, including the 
bronchial tubes, isasvbfeetspeoialljim' 
portant and timely. 

When we speak of the "climate" of a 
K-K'ion, we refer to the daily temperature, 
the frequency and soddenness of atmos- 
pherie changes, the clearness of the air, 
the proportion of cloudy ami sunny days, 
the prevalence of fogs and dew, the rain- 
fall and the oharaeter and direction of the 
winds. 

There are certain diseases which are 
often produced by a residence in an un- 
desirable climate. In such cases it is 
very imiwrtant, when the circumstances 
of the patient will permit it, that a change 
l>e maiie to a climate more favorable. 

Mistakes are often made in the selec- 
tion of a resort for the invaliil. One will 
be sent to Florida who needs the toning 
influence of the mountain air; another 
may be sent to a high altitude, when lie 
should have gone to the sea shore, and so 
on. These are often fktal mietakee. 

Tlie retrion slmuM be adajited to each 
individual ca><e, a» much as the internal 
remedy prescribed by the physician. 

Catarrh, itself, is often produced by 
climatic influences, as well as by other 
causes. There are different forms of 
catarrh, and each class of cases is bene- 
fitted by a special region. Some cases 
are producecl by the damp, relaxing air 
of the sea coast, some by the iiarsh, cold 
winds of the lakes; and an intractable 
form of catarrh is often cansed by the 
excessive dryness of the air of the Kocky 
Mountain r^on. 

Asthm.'i is a disease also that isafreeteil 
very much by climatic intluences. It is 
said "there is a climate for every asth- 
matic," htit iiinnysjx'iiil a 1 i fctime in try- 
ing to find tliat sjtecial climate. 

There is no disease in the whole line of 
human maladies that the selection of a 
projjer climate for is of qiore importance 
to the struggling patient than phthisis 
pulmonalis, or pulmonary consumption. 
This is specially true, because patients 
whose lungs are weak might be — often 
are — sent to a section where the condi- 
tions are such that the progrees of the 
disease is very much hastened faistead of 
being averted.

The Waldrous came in 
yesterday to spend the day with their 
relatives. 

In the afternoon Mr. and Mrs. Ennis' 
son, George Edward, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Waldron's son, Caleb went skiff riding. 
They were about the same age, not quite 
fifteen, and were enjoyiuK themselves in 
their happy way, when in an nniortiinate 
moment they concluded to hitch on to 
the ferry boatOratna Oreen, and have 
the steamer poll them back to the Ohio 
shore. 

A rope wax soon attached to a part of 
the rudder, and everything went all rif;ht 
until the boat had about reached mid- 
stream. The skiff in the mean time had 
worked to one side of the . ferry, and 
when the boat changed her course 
slightly it brought the bow of the skifT in 
the wake of one of the wheels. The 
waves dashed ov«r the bow of the little 
craft at this moment, and the lads be- 
came badly frightened. Some of the 
passengera called to them to cut loose 
from the ferry, and the lad holding the 
rope let go, but just at this instant, the 
waves rolled over the skiff and complete- 
ly swamped it. 

The unfortunate lads instead of re- 
maining with the skifl", sprann out and 
tried to reacrh the ferry. In their fright, 
however, they floundered about in tlie 
water for a few minutes and sank beneath 
the waves before assistance could reach 
them. 

Mr. Loge Cook was on some barges at 
the elevators and saw the boys when they 
tied to the boat. He was fafraid tliey 
would have trouble, and when tlie acci- 
dent occurred he at once jumped into a 
skiff and started to the rescue. He was 
a little too late, however, as the boys 
sank out of sight Just before he. reached 
the scene. 

The river was soon dotted over with 
skillk, aad willing hands with hook and 
line began the work of searching for tha 
bcxiies. It was not very long before th«j 
were rewarded, and the body of yoong 
Ennis was dragged from its watery grave. 
Young Waldron's remains, however, have 
not been recovered yet. 

Ennis was an employe at Messrs. 
Myall A Shackleford's carriage factory in 
this city, and was an industrious and 
good worker. His faneral will take place 
at the M. E. Church, Aberdeen, at 2 
p. m« to-morrow. *

His lordship was overcome by the 
■mtdce and Mtnk senseless to tin- fl(M>r. 
The bntler smelling the smoke, mHhed 
to tiie drawing room. There he found 
Lord RomillT helpless. He at once pull- 
ed his lordship out of the room, and 
aroused by his cries the other servantH. 
An alarm of fire wis giren, and engines 
hurried to tlie scene and soon extin- 
guished the flames. 

The firemen entering the house found 
two of the servants, Blanche Griffin, the 
hoose maid, and Emma Lovell, the cook, 
boith senseless. A crowd snrronnded the 
honteand the excitement was intense. 
Lotd Romill^ was removed to St. 
Osorge's hospital, but all attempts to 
MTsnls life failed. Both tiie servants 
named were already dead when carried 
to the hospital. The batler and a female 
servant escaped. 

A fireman nam.ed Gaorj^e Byne was 
seriously injured while assisting in the 
rescue of the inmates. Thefiredldnot 
do much damage to property. 

Lord William Romilly was descended 
from the great jurisconsult.
